BARNEY ENDS LIFE 
RUINED BY CRISIS 


President of Defunct Knick- 
erbocker Trust Terminates 
His Financial Troubles 


DEED AVERTS SCANDAL. 


Wife, Long Estranged from 
Banker, Was on Point of Se- 
euring Divorce in Un- 
defended Suit. 


New York, Now. 14—[BSpecial.}—Charites N 
Barnéy, whose resignation as president of 
the Knickerbocker Trust company, Oct. 21, 
was followed by the suspension of that oom- 
pany and a financial crisis which forced 
several other banks to close their doors, shot 
himself this morning at his home at 67 Park 
avenue, and died four hours later, after an 
unsucdesaful effort by surgeons to save his 
ute. a 
Mr. Barney, who was conscious for some 
time after the shooting, made the state 
ment that it was an accident. | Coroner 
Harburger, who examined all persons in the 
house at the time and the doctors who at- 
tended Mr. Barney, gave it as his opinion 
that it was a case of suicide and so reported 
it to the coroner's office. 

Coroner’s Physician Phillip F. O’Hanlon 
and Assistant District Attorney Manley, who 
algo visited the Barney home, said on the 
other hand that they believed the shot was 
accidental, They based their opinion chiefly 
On the character of the wound, which was 
in the left upper part of the abdomen. 


Suicide Averts a Scandal. 

There is no doubt among the friends ot Mr. 
Barney that acute melancholy, induced by 
his recent troubles and intensified by the fear 
that his personal fortune wodld be swallowed 
up, led him to end his life. It was learned 
today that last Monday he had attempted to 
leap from a window in his home. 

Another of the revelations made after the 
tragedy was that in a few days Mrs. Barney 
would have been awardedia decree of divorce 
in an undefended suit in this city.

Wife Hears Shot Fired. 

It was in his bedroom shortly after he arose 
late today that Mr. Barney fired the shot 
that caused his death. Mrs. Barney had 
arigen early and after breakfast had gone 
to her room, just across the hall from her 
husband's. With Mrs. Barney was Mrs. 
Susan Abbott Meade, widow of Ddward 
Spencer Meade, who had arrived from Eu- 
rope on Wednesday and was a guest at the 
Barney home. Ashbell H. Barney, one of 
Mr. Barney's sone, was in the dining room on 
the ground floor. These were the only other 
persons in the*thouse except the servants. 

According to the story which Mrs. Barney 
and Mrs. Meade told the coroner, they were 
chatting together when they were startled 
by the report of a revolver shot. Both ran 
to Mr. Barney’s room, acrogs the hall. Mrs. 
Meade, who got there first, said Mr. Barney 
was lying on the floor near his bed, dressed 
in his pajamas. A revolver was lying on the 
floor near him. Mrs. Barney knelt down and 
took her husband’s head in her lap. At that 
time she didn't know he was shot. She said 
her husband was conscious but in great pain, 
and she did not try to ask him any questions, 

Ashbell Barney, the son, when he reached 
the bedroom fovnd his mother and Mrs. 
Meade bending rver his father. He at once 
telephoned for Dr. George A. Dixon. 


Doctors Disagree on Wound. 

Up to the time Dr. Dixon arrived Mr. Bar- 
ney, so members of his family said, had 
made no statement, althbugh he was con- 
scious. Dr. Dixon on his way had met Dr. 
Lewis Stimson and had asked him to come 
to the Barney house. As soon as he arrived 
Dr. Dixon also telephoned for Dr. Joseph A. 
Blake. 

Coroner Harburger said, after he had ques- 
tioned members of the family and the doc- 
tors, that Dr. Dixon had said Mr. Barney 
had spoken to him. The doctor, so the cor- 
oner said, was alone in the room with the 
wounded man anu Mr. Barney said: 

„Doctor, this was an accident.” . 

Dr. Dixon denied positively tonight that Mr. 
Barney had madé any atatoment to him, and 
added: 

„am confident Mr. Barney's death was 
due to an accident, not due to any suicidal 
intent, as Mr. Barney would have shot him- 
self either in the head or the heart had he 
intended suicide, not in the place he did.“ 

It was not until 3:15 o’clock, forty-five min- 
utes after Mr.: Barney died, that the case 
was reported by Dr. Blake to the coroner's 
office. The case was reported by him not as 
one of sudden death but as suicide. 


Was an Associate of Morse. 

Several yearsago Mr. Barney became asso- 
clatedé with Charles W. Morse in the Ameri- 
can Ice company, and also became a director 
in the Morse banks, the National of North 
America and the New Amsterdam. This as- 
sociation, together with the fact that Mr. 

ey had overextended his many enter- 
prises, led to the downfall of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust company. When the Knicker- 
bocker failed Mr. Barney owed it between 
$400,000 and $500,000. Heat once mortgaged 
his house to meet these loans and those of the 
Morse banks. 

Mr. Barney had been hard pressed by his 
creditors ever since the Knickerbocker closed 
ite doors. His friends said today he had 
not been himeelf since his retirement from 
the presidency. 

His lawyers have been working for two 
weeks on a plan which they hoped would 
gave Mr. Barney from making an assignment 
and give him a chance to work out the long 
line of slow assets he had. Only last Satur- 
dey accountants had completed the examina- 
tion of his financial condition and had, his 
lawyers said today, assured him he had an 
equity of at least $2,250,000. Mr. Barney's 
chance of keeping afloat depended on the 
consent of his creditors not to push him, and.

Settlement Worker Pleads for Public 
Aid in Equipping New House. 


“There are not more than twenty bath- 
tubs in the Seventeenth ward, a district con- 
taining 66,000 people,“ said Miss Harriet 
Vittum yesterday. 

Mise Vittum is head resident of the North- 
western University settlement. It was in 
outlining plans for the new gymnasium and 
bathing pool to ba established by the settlé- 
ment that she made her bathtub statement. 

Miss Vittum purposes also something new 
in the line of public dances to raise money 
for the $25,000 building that has been planned 
just north of the settlement house. Some 
of the new ideas: 

They will be *‘ respectable '’ dances. 

Dances without beer. 


Dances that close promptly at 12 o'clock. 
Dances with chaperons’ furnished by the settle- 


ment h 
Girls be provided with suitable escorts. 


On the bathtub subject Miss Vittum was 
positive. 

There are not more than twenty bathtubs 
in this ward,“ she repeated, and four of 
them are at the settlement house. Don’t you 
think we need a swimming pool?’ 

Public Bathhouses Shunned. 

“Only twenty?’ she was asked. Have 
you taken a census?“ 

Next thing to it. One time or another 
I've been in nearly every dwelling in the 
ward. 

But there are two public bath houses.“ 

Well, the people aren't encouraged to 
patronize them by the superintendents,”’ 
Miss Vittum answered. I don’t just like 
to call the bath attendants loafers, but peo- 
ple aren't welcomed. Besides, they are 
shower baths. The women won't go because 


they don’t wish to wet their hair.“ 


And that’s all the bathing accommoda- 
tions there are in the ward?’ 

es, unless you want to count a private 
swimming pool in Milwaukee avenue. It’s 
run in connection with an electric theater. 
You buy a 25 cent ticket to the theater and 
you get a bath thrownin. Fifteen hundred 
people bathe there every day and they 
change the water only once a week.“ 

To emphasize the condition of the water 
Miss Vittum said there were a good many 
iron workers, machinists, and coal heavers 
in the ward. 

No Hall Apart from Saloon. 

The new settlement bullding will be of 
three stories and basement, with the swim- 
ming pool in the basement and the gym- 
nasium on the next floor. Provision has been 
made for clubrooms and on the top floor 
there will be an auditorium or theater, with a 
seating capacity of 300. 

“The young men and women of the ward 
haven't any good place to go to spend 
their evenings, said Miss Vittum. 

“We've simply got to build this addi- 
tion to the settlement house. It will take 
$25,000 and the people in the immediate 
neighborhood already have contributed 
$1,000. So we are planning now to raise the 
rest of the money. The people are so fond 
of dancing—you know we teach dancing les- 
sons at the settlement house—that we have 
planned a series of public dances. 

“These dances will be something alto- 
gether different from the usual dances held 
in the ward. “They will be respectable dances. 
No beer or other drinks will be allowed 
and there'll be a chaperon from the settle- 
ment house at each one of them, and they'll 
close promptly at 12 o'clock. We'll see that 
the girls have suitable escorts, Don't you

BRIDGES FIRST: THEN CANAL 


Sanitary Disthiet Plans Engi- 
„ neering Feat for Economy. 


MAKE LAKE ISLAND, 100. 


President McCormick Says Dirt from 
Ditch Will Make Park. 


A novelty in engineering construction will 
be a feature of the building of the new 
Evanston channel of the drainage system. 
The bridges that will span the new channel 
are to be built before the canal beneath 
them is dug. 

Thie purpose was announced last night by 
President R. R. McCormick of the sanitary 
district in an address before the men’s club 
of St. Luke’s Episcopal church, Evanston. 
Mr. McCormick also announced another proj- 
ect—the construction of an island park in 
Lake Michigan, half a mile off the shore of 
Wilmette. : 

Six to Eight Bridges. 

The erection of bridges over the water right 
of way before a spadeful of dirt has been re- 
moved was mentioned by Mr. MoCormick as 
an interesting innovation. From six to 
eight bridges will be built, in all probadility. 
Most of them will stretch across thorough- 
fares followed by automobilists along the 
north shore. Engineers have informed the 
board that the erection of the bridges be- 
fore the trench is dug will prove not only 
possible, but more economical than other- 
wise. 

All the bridges will be made of concrete, 
and will be put up in sections. They will 
be built on heavy foundations, so the sub- 
sequent excavating may not undermine the 
structures. It is expected a year will be 
required before the task of bridge building 
will be completed. Three years will be re- 
quired to complete the north channel of the 
canal. 

“One result of the building of the bridges 
before the ditch is dug. said Mr. McCormick, 
„is that in this way we shall save much de- 
lay in traffic. Then there will be no need 
for cofferdams and such complications.” 


Making of Island Park. 

The dirt dug from the trench will be hauled 
to a point off the Wilmette shore and dumped. 
Mr. McCormick believes enough soil will be 
conveyed there to make an island large 
enough for a small park. It is planned to 
have the island a half-mile from shore, to 
serve also as an outer harbor and prevent 
the washing away of the canal banks. 

Along the banks of the drainage canal to 
Lockport the excavated dirt has been thrown 
up in haphazard fashion over the sides of 
the ditch, but in the new addition the drain- 
age board plans to make the ground adja- 
cent to the channel beauty spots.” 


Discuss Deep Waterways. 

“The Lakes to the Gulf Deep Water war 
was the subject of discussion at the forty- 
eighth dinner of the Chicago real estate 
board at the lilinois Athieticclub, Congress 
man William Lorimer and Lyman E. Cooley 
were the speakers.

Negotiations ‘for Big Gold Loan 
in France Are Brought 
to an End.

New York, Nov. 14.—[Special.]—A. Barton 
Hepburn, president of the Chase National 
bank and one of the most influential of those 
clearing house bankers who accom ptished 
notable reforms in banking in this city the 
last month, will act ds chairman of 4 special 
advisory committee on state banks and trust 
companies appointed by Gov. Hughes on 
Wednesday. In all conservative. banking 
quarters the utmost satisfaction is ex- 
pressed at Gov. Hughes’ action, and the per- 
sonnel of the committee appointed by him. 

There was little change today in the finan- 
ciat sitdation. The movements that have 
beén working for Improvement in the last two 
weeks continued. Money came out of strong 
boxes In response to the premium on cur- 
rency. The premium was smaller in conse- 
quence than on the preceding days of vhe 
week. On the cther hand there la no abate- 
ment of the cemands on this city from the 
interlor. Local banks, notwithstanding the 
withdrawal of part of the government de- 
posits, assisted the interior liberally, 

Money to Subtreasury Cities. 

In addition to direct shipments in large 
volume to various interior cities the banks 
transferred through the subtreasury to sub- 
treasury cities $1,704,000. San Francisco got 
$535,000, St. Louis $104,000, Denver $50.000, 
„Chicago $852,000, and Washington $200 000. 
In this city some money brokers bought small 
lots of currency as low as 1 per cent. | 

Comparatively sound conditions in com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests are in- 
dicated by special reports to R. G..Dun & 
Co. from over sixty or more of the leading 
cities of the country. Conservatism in ac- 
cumulating stocks is reported in most cases, 
and there are many in which working hours 
are being reduced and men laid off. As a 
rule, however, the reduction in production 
is taken rather as a measure of precaution 
than because of greatly diminished orders. 

Paris Negotiations Ended. 

Negotiations for the engagement of $20,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000 in gold from the Bank of 
France were discontinued for the present at 
least. The foreign institution desired some 
form of committal from this government in 
so large a transaction, and as this guarantee 
was out of the question the negotiations were 
brought to an end. 

The proposed transaction involved the ulti- 
mate return of the gold to the Bank of France 
in the same manner that the Bank of England 
will repay in gold the sterling bills purchased 
a fortnight ago. 

J. Pierpont Morgan Jr., who managed the 
negotiations, left Paris for London immedi- 
ately after they were definitely broken off. 
He said: 

“ The highest financial circles in Paris were 
favorable ald there is general disappoint- 
ment that the Bank of France did not see ita 
way clear to make the transaction.“ 

The effort to secure gold direct from Paris 
for New York having failed, it is believed 
that recourse will be bad to another trian- 
gular operation through the Bank of Eng- 
land if the American demand for gold con- 
tinues.

SAYS WEALTH IS PLENTIFUL.

Wants Money Hoards Put Back Into 
the Channels of Trade. 


New York, Nov. 14.— Panic in legislation 
is worse even than panic in business, for it

The secretary brought a message of con- 
gratulati from President Roosevelt, ex- 
pressed the belief that if the hcarded money 
of the country were at once put back to ful- 
fill its functions in the channels of trade, 


there would be an immediate and almost com- 


plete resumption of busincss operations, and 
declared if any man engaged in banking had 
been guilty of a violation of trust that makes 
him amenable to law he will be punished. 


Why Money Was Concentrated. 


Mr. Cortelyou said that it was in the line 
of his plain duty the last tim days to use the 
funds of the treasury department to relieve 
the financial stringency. 

“The country now hes ceposited in the

Praises Labor Organizations. 


Mr. Cortelyou said one of the most gratify- 
ing incidents of tne recent trouble had been 
the prompt and patriotic response of many 
great labor organizations to the appeal of 
employers for their cooperation. 

The secretary spoke strongly against the 
hoarding of money and continued: : 

“Currency reform is a subject of great 
concern to every citizen, and it must have 
the fullest and most careful consideration. 
We must not be hurried into ill considered 
legislation. Panic in legislation is worse even 
than panic in business, for it strikes at the 
foundations of the government. The va- 
rious plans advocated for currency reform 
must be subjected to migid scrutiny. to the 
end that the citizens of every section shall 
be fairly treated, their needs and require- 
ments consulted, and. above all, that what- 
ever action is finally taken it shall be so 
sound and wholesome as to enhance our com- 
mercial standing among the nations of the 
world. 

Urges Co-operation in Business. 


We should have more coiperation in 
business, whether among the banks or among 
mercantile establishments and their under- 
takings, each to operate in its own field, 
controlled or regulated by law to the extent 
that will fully safeguard the interests of the 
people, and that far only, but go devised that 
each may be ready at all times to unite with 
others, when danger threatens; for the pro- 
tection of credit, for the stability of business, 
and for the maintenance of national honor.”

Emergency Currency. Plans 
Completed and Circulation 
Will Begin at Once. 


NO MORE GOLD IS NEEDED 


Clearing House Paper Issue Ex- 
pected to Cause Immediate 
Industrial Spurt. 


All necessary details for putting clearing 
house cheeks, or emergency currency, in 
circulation were worked out yesterday, and 
the first consignment of checks received 
from the engravers will be handed over the 
counters of downtown banks this morning. 

The checks will continue to pour into the 
offices of the Clearing House association, 
until Monday moraing and wil! be held there 
in readiness to meet the demands of such 
banks as may call for them, 


The first allotment amounted in all to but 
| “The National Grange firmly and unflinch- 


$200,000,. Secretaries were put to work at 
once attaching the necessary signatures to 
them, without which they cannot be passed. 
They will be used to meet the pay rolls ot 
such corporations as have requested them. 


Banks Ask for Checks. 

In the meartime requests for the checks 
of small denominations have been received 
from country banks throughout Ilinois, In- 
diana, and Iowa. In nearly all cases the 
smaller banks wish to place them in the 
hanes of such corporations as nged them 


for pay rolls. 

From the standpoint of safeguards against 
duplication and forgery, members of the 
clearing house committee say the checks 
are better than Bank of England notes. 
There are many concealed marks upon the 
checks, which, it is believed, will make it 
next to impossible to duplicate them. The 
plates from which they are engraved, too, 
are as securely locked as the plates from 
which United States currency is printed. 

One of the first results of the circulation 
of these checks, it is expected, will be the 
reopening of activities in many factories and 
corporations which have been laying off 
men. The men have been discharged more 
because of the difficulty of the employers 
securing currency or a ready medium of ex- 
change with which to pay their men. 


Better than Greenbacks. 

“If anybody desired to hoard money they 
would be safer in hoarding these checks 
than United States greenbacks,”’ said John 
J. Mitchell of the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank. These checks are backed by 1331, 
per cent of thely face value and are as good 
as gold. There is no chance of their de- 


. preciating in value.“ 


As to the securities back of the checks 
it was explained during the day that the 
combined resources of the banks of Chicago 
—something more than $800,000,000—oug ht 
to be sufficient guaranty of the value of 
the checks, which may not be issued for 
more than $1,500,000 or $2,000,000. 

„ PDepositors who trust the banks with 
$100,000,000 of their money certainly should 
not feel nervous about this amount of 
checks, secured as they are,“ said James B. 
Forgan of the First Nationa] bank. I have 
no doubt that they will be received as 
readily, in practically all instances, as any 
other currency.” } J 

Gold Still Pouring In. 

While these checks are doing much to re- 
lieve the pressure for currency, bankers are 
not depending upon them alone. Gold and 
greenbacks continue to pour into the city. 
The Mauritania, which will arrive in New 
York early next week, carries $1,000,000 in 
gold for the First National bank.

SLADEK TRIAL NEAR ITS END 


Case of Woman Accused of Mur- 
der Goes to Jury Today. 


ATTORNEYS CLASH IN COURT. 


Judge Orders Remark Made by Burres 
Stricken from Record. 


Mary Sladek, the 22 year old mother on 
trial in Judge Windes’ court charged with 
murdering her parents, may learn her fate 
today. Attorney Joseph Burres, Hor the ue- 
fense, will resume this morning his six hour 
argument, half of which he accomplished 
yesterday afternoon. Prosecutor Popham 
will speak two hours in rebuttal, and Judge 
Windes will deliver the case to the jury after 
reading his instructions. j 

Attorney Surres was bitter in his arraign- 
ment of the prosecution. In vitriolic lan- 


guage he assailed Assistant State’s Attorney 


Popham, the witnesses for the state, and 
the police officers. In one particular he ac- 
cused the state of “ perpetrating a fraud 
on the court. 

At the morning session Mrs. Sladek caused 
a scene by rising in her chair while Prose- 
cutor Popham was addressing the jury and 
crying: 

It's a lie! It's a lie!“ 

During Attorney Burres’ speech Mrs. Sla- 
dek wept much of the time, as did many of 
the women in the audience. Judge Windes 
permitted spectators to remain in the court- 
room, but cautioned them against any dem- 
onstration. 


Clash of Two Attorneys. 


A clash came when Attorney Burres, re- 
ferring to Frank Barchard, a detective in the 
case, said: 

Harchard has had more than an ordinary 
interest in this case. He has consumed a 
ream of paper passing notes to the prosecut- 
ing attorney in his frantic efforts to have his 
theories carried out.

UNION OFFICIALS 


40⁰⁰ SED OF GRAFT 


Meader Furniture Company 
Said to Have Paid Nearly 
8900 to Prevent Strike. 


IN NEW BANK BUILDING. 


Pay Roll Shows Entries of Money 
Given to Chicago Carpen- 
ters’ Council. 


Something like 9000 was paid to certain 
officers of the district council of the Brother- 
hood of Carpenters to prevent a strike at the 
new Commercial National Bank building, ac- 
cording to charges made yesterday. A non- 
union firm of contractors is said to have paid 
the tribute, more or less willingly. 

The honest members of the union, which 
is one of the largest and most intelligent in 
the city, are considerably excited over the 
scandal. l 

It win be the subject of investigation at 
a meeting of the district council tomorrow 
The unionists who are opposed to 
such methods of shaking down contractors 
promise that the affair will be probed to the 
depths and that the grafting officials will be 
punished. 

John A. Metz is president of the district 


council. W. C. White is one business agent 


and L. Schalk is another. Business Agent 
Schalk wanted the charge investigated, it 
te understood, at a meeting ot the council last 
Saturday night, but Metz, who was in the 
chair, shut it off on the plea that it was 
new business. : 

The charges are not made against any par- 
ticular individual or individuals. 


Pay Roll Indicates Graft. 

The Meader Furnitpre company of Cincin- 
nati, which furnished the interior trimmings 
for the building, a contract involving approx- 
imately $700,000, is said to have paid the graft 
money. The product of this factory is non- 


union. Its installation in any building would 


usually be followed by a strike among the 
carpenters, unless, as alleged in this in- 
stance, the officials of the union were “fixed.” 

The manager of the Meader Furniture com- 
pany denied that any money had been paid 
to union officials to prevent a possible strike, 
but his denial wasn’t convincing. Then he 
said he didn’t know anything about it if 
money had been paid# He was confronted 
with a photographic copy of the weekly pay 
roll of the Meader company showing an entry 
plainly enough that $100 had been paid to 
“ carpenters’ union officials.’ He was much 
interested, apparently, and wondered 
what it all meant. He said he'd look the 
matter up and went back to work. 


Can Underbid Others. 


The Meader Furniture company is one of 
the largest concerns in the west manufactur- 


ing interior trimmings and finishings. It ' 


employs nonunion labor and being under less 
expense is enabled to underbid union con- 
tractors for similar work, especially those in 
Chicago. When it secured the contract more 
than a year ago for the new building of the 
Commercial National bank many of the union 
carpenters, knowing the custom of the union 
with nonunion material, predicted there 
would be a strike. As the months went on 
without any strike one faction thought an 
investigation would be proper. 

Here enters Dan Ryan as Nemesis. Ryan 
was put to work by the Meader company in 
October, 1906. He worked until the following 
January, when he quit because Foreman 
“Bob” Kinlock was fired and Dan didn’t 
like his successor, one McLellan, He went 


back to work later under another. fareman 


as a sort of an assistant, but waa reduced in 
rank four weeks ago, though he continued 
to draw the same pay. 


Charge Denied; Then Admitted. 


A week after his reduction Ryan, who by 
that time had some of the evidence of graft- 
ing in his possession, went to A. Fuchs, 
superintendent of the Meader contract, and 
said: 

Those fellows are getting their piece of 
money every week or so and I think it's time 
the-union was notified.”” Fuchs answered: 

„I'm bound hand and foot! But wait till 
this job is over! Then Ill have something 
to say! 

The job practically is finished now, so there 
is little danger of a strike. 

All this time Ryan or somebody else was 
making a fine collection, of pay rolls of the 
Meader Furniture company, showing that 
beginning last January and running down 
through August, there had been paid to union 
officials something like $900. As fast as a 
pay roll could be captured it was taken to the 
office of Richard E. Burke, in the Hartford 
building, and locked in his vault. 

Ryan was discharged on Monday. He lays 
his dismissal to-his efforts to uncover the 
graft. Attorney Burke says he called on 
Meader and also on E. R. Graham, repre- 
senting Burnham & Co., early last month and 
laid the charges before them, but they re- 


. fused to take any action. So he decided to 


make them public. 


NEW UNION AT THE POSTOFFICE. 


Truckers, Mail Handlers, and Others in 
New - Organization—Massmeet- 
ing on Money Situation. 


The Postoffice Laborers’ union, an organ- 
ivation of truckers, mail handlers, and other 
laborers in the central postoffice, received a 
charter yesterday from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. The new union has 200 
members. - 

A massmeeting to discuss the financial sit- 
uation will be held at the University of Chi- 
cago settlement next Sunday afternoon. The 
call was issued by the Associated Packing 
Trades council and the Provision. Trades 
council, The primary object is to explain to 
the members of the affiliated unions the pur- 
pose of clearing house certificates. 

Louis Vierling, seeretary of Vierling, Mc- 
Dowell & Co., and Robert Bennett, assistant 
superintendent, testified in Judge Barnes’ 
court during the day that striking members 
of the Iron Molders’ union had fogced non- 
union molders to leave the plant.

of New York, Percy G. Williams, and Wiil- 
iam Hammerstein. It was this breaking into 
the legitimate field by these managers which 
precipitated a vaudeville war that will go 
down into theatrical history. 

There are something like 200 vaudeville 
artists, mostly stars, whose contracts with 
Klaw & Erlanger do not expire until Febru- 
ary, but it la given out that they will be 
looked after by the Players’ United Book- 
ing Offices of America and the Western 
Vaudeville Managers. The outstanding con- 
tracts represent in salaries, it is asserted, 
something like $1,000,000. 


Well Paid for Withdrawal. 


That Klaw & Erlanger were well paid in 
consideration of their withdrawal from the 
vaudeville field seems to be the general im- 
pression among theatrical people and the sum 
has been placed as high as $1,000,000 and 
even §3,000.000. There is no means of ascer- 
taining definitely the exact amount of the 
monetary consideration.

Senor Anderson of Costa Rica Is 
Permanent Head; Lonfer- 
ence Adjourns. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—In the red 
room of the bureau of Amertean republics, 
amid the smoke—not of battle, but of the 
flashlights of photographers—the peace con- 
ference of the Central American republics 
convened today. The ceremonies incident to 
the opening of the conference, while impres- 
sive, were in a nature informal. Asif by pre- 
arrangement the plentpotentiaries of the 
five Central American republics—Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua, and Sal- 
vador—parties to the conference, and the of- 
ficials representative of the American and 
other governments interested in the conven- 
tion arrived at the bureau about the same 
time. 

Elihu Root, secretary of state, and hit ex- 
cellency Sefior Enrique Creel, the ambassa- 
dor of Mexfco, representatives of the two 
governments which had called the confer- 
énce into session, were escorted to the con- 
ference room by committees of the plenipo- 
tentlaries. 

In addition to the conferees and to the of- 
ficials directly interested there were in at- 
tendance officials of the American state de- 
partment, including Assistant Secretary of 
State Robert W. Bacon, and of the bureau of 
American republics. 


Secretary Root Speaks. 

At 2:45 p. m. Secretary Root was introduced 
to the conference as temporary chairman, 
In accepting the chair the secretary delivered 
a brief address; expressing the hope and be- 
lief that the delegates would bring about per- 
manent peace in Central America. He ex- 
pressed the high appreciation of the Amer- 
ican government in having the city of Wash- 
ington selected as the seat of the conference 
and gave assurance to the plenipotentiaries 
that they, during their sojourn here, would 
be in an atmosphere of peace. He con- 
cluded: 

It is my most earnest hope, it is the hope 
of the American government and people, that 
from this conference may come the specific 
and. practical measures which will enable the 
people of Central America to march on with 


| equal step, abreast of the most progressive | 
nations of modern civilization, to fulfill their 


great destinies in that brotherhood which 
nature has intended them to preserve, and 
exile forever from that land of beauty and 
of wealth Incalculable the fraternal strife 
which has held you back hitherto in the de- 
velopment of your civilization.” : 


Addressed by Creel and Anderson. 


Ambassador Creel then addressed the plen- 
ipotentiaries in a similar vein. 

Sefior Luis Anderson of Costa Rica, for the 
conference, responded to the addresses of 
Secretary Root and Ambassador Creel. 

Secretary Root named Dr. José Madriz of 
Nicaragua and Dr. Salvador Rodriguez of 
Salvador as temporary secretaries of the 
conference. Dr. Angel Ugarte of Honduras 
read the proceedings of the preliminary peaco 
conference and the protocol, through which 
the Washington conference was arranged. 

A call of the roll developed the presence of 
all the plenipotentiaries, and a committee 
appointed by- Secretary Root to examine the 
credentials of the delegates reported them to 
be satisfactory. Permanent organization of 
the conference was effected by the election 
of Sefior Luis Anderson as permanent presi- 
dent and Sefiors Madriz and Rodriguez as 
permanent secretaries. The conference then 
adjourned until 10:30 o’clock tomorrow.

dies of recent years. A former secretary of 
state is implicated in the affair and with him 
are & university museum curator and other 
Michigan men. 


Michigan Copper as Basis. 

Michigan copper formed the basis of the 
enterprise, Which consisted in manufactur- 
ing ancient relics out of copper, painting 
them green to represent verdigris, dipping 
them in corrosive acid, and burying them in 
mounds, after which they were dug up dy 
relic hunting expeditions under the Jeader- 
ship of the promoters. 

The affidavits of prominent citizens that 
they had seen the relics dug out of the 
ground were sufficient to secure their sale 
to credulous collectors, no one dreaming that 
the prehistoric age might have been only 
eleven months before. Indlan copper imple- 
ments, battle axes of leaf copper, well tem- 
pered spearheads, and other supposed rare 
and anciently corroded relics that have been 
treasured in Michigan and outside museums 
are declared to be bogus, with the result that 
all collections of the sort are thrown under 
more or less suspicion, 


Geographical Stretch Too Big. 

As a finishing touch to a gigantic swindle 
the relic manufacturers branched off from 
Indian relics. They went so far as to dig 
up in the presence of reputable witnesses 
bronze tablets inscribed with hieroglyphics 
and symbols of the biblical deluge and the 
tower of Babel. The fakers would have had 
collectors believe that Michigan was the seat 
of the original flood, and that Noah’s ark 
floated somewhere among Michigan's low 
hills, which were the real Mount Ararat. 

The diary of Noah was offered toa wealthy 
man of the Badger state, who asked the ad- 
vice of a museum curator as to accepting it. 


This man had had considerable experience 


with fakes, and warned the relic patron to 
beware. Whether the relic finally was sold 
cannot be learned.

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TO CURTAIL “OPTION” ABUSES. 


Traffic in Minor League Players Will 
Be Greatly Lessened by Amend- 
ments to Baseball Rules. 


The national baseball commission, accord- 
ing to Cincinnati reports. has taken steps to 
relieve the tension between major and minor 
leagues by curtailing the traffic in minor 
league players through the option process 
in future. New rules, which, it is said, have 
been adopted and will be announced within 
a day or two, have this purpose in view, and 
have been framed with the purpose of pre- 
venting the abuse of the option system 
without eliminating an honest use of it. 

The means of correcting the abuse, it is 
said, will take the form of amendments tothe 
rules which will make it impossible for a 
major league club to farm out the same play- 
er more than once under the cloak of an 
option,“ and will make it imperative for a 
player who is returned under an option 
agreement to the club from which he was 
purchased the previous fall to return to the 
major Teague club which exercises an op- 
tion "op him not later than Aug. 23, other- 
wise the option cannot be exercised by 
the major league club. That will entail 
the major league club paying the player's sal 
for the rest of the major league season and will 
compel a minor league team accepting optional 
players to surrender them a month before the 
finish of the minor season. Im this way it is ex- 
pected to reduce the abuse of the option clause 
to a minimum in another year. 

Another rule with the same purpose is said to 
be ready for promulgation which will make it im- 
possible for a club owner to ask for waivers on 
players and recall them in case any club in either 
league refuses to waive on those players. A club 
refusing to waive on a player will be called upon 
to pay $1,500 and take the player. This is designed 
to make it more difficult for club owners to se- 
cure waivers on players who are purchased solely 
for the purpose of farming them out in the follow- 
ing season.

Great International Wrestling 
Match Clinched for Chicago. 


CONTEST FOR CHAMPIONSHIP 


Hackenschmidt Accepts Catch-as-Catch- 
Can Style—Iowan Boxes Ryan.

Frank Gotch’s pugilistic aspirations have 
gone glimmering. When Tommy Ryan 
reached town early in the day from Milwau- 
kee he had Gotch hooked up for a pupil. 
Late last night, however, William W. Wittig 
of Milwaukee came to town and stated he 
had Gotch and George Hackenschmidt, the 
* Russian Lion,” matched to wrestle for the 
championship of the world at catch-as-catch- 
can style, and substantiated his statement 
by producing letters from ‘‘ Hack’s’’ man- 
ager, Charles Cochran, telling him to close 
with Gotch. He also produced articles guar- 
anteeing George 85,000 for a six nights’ en- 
gagement preceding the match with Gotch. 

Wittig has not set the date nor the city in 
which he intends to pull off the match, but 
stated it surely will take place next spring 
and that Chicago undoubtedly will get it. He 
has guaranteed the wrestlers a $10,000 purse, 
which he says they can divide to suit them- 


selves. 

Gotch, in a letter to Wittig, says he will 
permit Hackenschmidt to state bow the purse 
shall be divided and that all he requests is 
that the match be catch-as-catch-can style. 
Hackenschmidt's long suite is Greco-Roman, 
but Wittig states he will wrestle Gotch at 
the latter’s own style. 

This is the most Important match ever 
arranged in this part of the country, also 
the first simon pure international wrestling 
match, That between Yousof, the Terrible 
Turk. and Evan Lewis at Tattersall's some 
years ago was not considered an interna- 


tional event. 

In relating how he induced Hackenschmidt 
to come to this country Wittig said the 
Lion and his manager did not believe the 
much talked of $10,000 would be forthcoming, but 
when Witt@ agreed to deposit a certified check for 
the amount or to bring Gotch to England for the’ 
game amount of money they accepted the match. 

Tommy Ryan, who gave Gotch a tryout at Mu- 
waukee, in talking of the wrestler’s prospects in 
the pugilistic game, said: 

The big fellow is not well versed in the art of 
boxing, despite the fact he has had a number of 
private tilts with Kid McCoy and has had sev- 
eral fights. I thought he knew enough to cut loose 
and whale away with both hands, just to demon- 
strate that fighting and not clever boxing was his 
idea of the game, but he was away off at that sort 
of work. Do I think I can make a fighter out of 
him? Well, that depends upon him. I do not think 
he will be of the scientific class, but he should 
make a good slugger if he follows my instructions.

Murder Faces Jury. 


‘VERDICT OF GUILTY ASKED. 


Witnesses Describe Scenes Following 
Tragedy in aun 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—Mrs. Annie 
M. Bradley, on trial for the murder of former 
Senator Arthur Brown of Utah, today faced 
the twelve men who will determine her fate. 

The jury was completed and sworn at the 
morning session and immediately thereafter 
the assistant district attorney opened the 
case for the prosecution. Before court ad- 
Journed for the day more than a dozen wit- 
nesses had been examined and the prosecu- 
tion had almost completed the direct presen- 
tation of its case. 


Verdict of Guilty Asked. 

In his opening statement Assistant District 
Attorney Turner detailed the facts of the 
tragedy. He told how Mrs. Bradley had 
gone to the hotel and registered as Brown's 
wife; of how she had sought him out at his 
room, and upon the second visit had fired 
the two shots which five days afterwards 
sent the man to his grave. Mr. Turner said 
it would be shown also that Mrs. Bradley 
had said that her act was deliberate. 

“Tf,” he said, in conclusion, “ the govern- 
ment succeeds in proving these things and 
if you believe it was a deliberate murder, we 
think it would be your duty to return a ver- 
dict of guilty.” 

The chief witnesses introduced by the state 
were employés at the hotel where the tragedy 
ocourred. 

Manager T. J. Talty of the hotel repeated 
the oft told story of the killing of Mr. Brown. 
He said that when he entered the room Mrs. 
Bradley stood by the side of the prostrate 
form of the man. Who did this?“ he asked 
of Brown, and the latter replied: ‘ That 
woman there, pointing to Mrs. Bradley. 


‘Brown Denied Her as Wife. 

“Is she your wife?” asked Manager Talty, 
and Brown replied in the negative. 

He had them directed Mrs. Bradley to leave 
the room, whereupon she protested, declar- 
— “I am the mother of Brown's two chil- 

ren. 


continued, and I allowed her to remain.“ 

Who shall I sey did the shooting?” he had 
asked of Brown, and the latter replied just 
tell him that Mrs. Bradley did it. All the 
people out there know; she has given me 
trouble all my lite.“ 

At 12:30 the court took a recess for lunch- 
eon. 

An effort was made to draw out from the 
police officers who arrested Mrs. Bradley the 
details of a statement said to have been made 
by her after she was taken to the police sta- 
tion, but the defense objected and when at 
three o’clock court adjourned the statement 
had not been admitted. 

The prosecution expects to complete its 
case tomorrow.

American schools foreign languages aré 
usually studied as if the language was an 
end in itself and the value of the Latin, 
French, or German as affording material 
for the study of English is lost. If a 
foreign masterpiece is read in the original 
by a person of superior mind thoroughly 
acquainted with the-language, it is certaiu 
that the reader is in closer communion 
with the author when there is no von- 
scious translation into the reader’s native 
tongue. On the other hand, to find words 
in one’s own languege for the idea» of a 
master presented in another tongue is at 
once a test of one’s comprehension of the 
master and a more excellent drill in the 
native tongue than the expression of one’s 
own commonplace ideas. Translation 1s 
better than composition up to a certain 
point, since the trouble with most students 
is that they are not equal to the double 
task of furnishing ideas as well as words. 
When they have gained confidence in their 
skill in handling the language they will 
be able to think more freely, not being 
required to devote all their energy to the 
words, the mechanism of thought. 

If it is true, as alleged, that college 
students arrive destitute of skill in Eng- 
lish, it must be true that students who 
have no training beyond the secondary 
schools never are taught to write. Por- 
tunately the world’s models of composition 
are open to the self-educated man or 
woman, and genius cannot be hindered 
from asserting itself. But it is likely that 
the case is not as bad as the teachers of 
English in their mutual recriminations in- 
dicate. The probability is that they are 
using an impossibly high standard by 
which to test their students’ ability, and 
that as many students come near perfec- 
tion in writing as in painting, . music, 
athletic skill and grace, or/any other art 
requiring natural aptitude plus drill and 
the best instruction. The trouble is with 
human nature, * 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

The local banks have begun the issu- 
ance of small, clearing house checks. in 
taking this action they have responded to 
the wishes of the community, and, while 
also aiding their own position in the mat- 
ter of cash, they will create no new in- 
debfedness. They will at the same time 
furnish a convenient medium of exchange 
which will lessen, if not eliminate, the 
present confusion existing because of va- 
rious forms of cashiers’ cheeks being put 
out by different firms. 

It should be made plain to those who 
have been finding fault with the banks 
because they have not paid out cash that 
a bank cannot in the very nature of its 
business issue on demand to depositors all 
the currency and credits it has re¢eived 
from them. Banks are operated in con- 
tormity with lajvs enacted for their regu- 
lation. For the purpose of facilitating 
trade they are expected to lend a certain 
amount of the money they receive. In the 
case of the national banks of ze country 
they are expected to lend or invest 75 per 
cent of their deposits. They are required 
to hold in cash the other 25 per cent in 
their vaults for the transaction of current 
business, A national bank, for instance, 
may have $80,000,000 in deposits, Of this 
amount the law requires in the cities of 
Chicago, New York, and St. Louis that 
$20,000,000 shall be kept in cash in the 
bank’s vaults, while the other $60,000,000 
may be loaned out. These loans are made 
to merchants, manufacturers, cotton fac- 
tors, farmers, small dealers, and, in fact, 
every class of business which at some 
time in the year requires more money than 
the person or concern has on hand to 
meet emergencies. These loans of a bank 
may run from thirty days to three months, 
six months, nine months, or one year. 
Manifestly a bank which has loans run- 
ning for these periods beginning, say, Nov. 
1, 1907, cannot pay off at once all its 
$80,000,000 deposits. It cannot collect all 
the money due it in less than one year. 
It cannot make the borrower who has a 
note running six months pay his note. 
before that date, and in a time when there 
is a strong demand for money cannot suc 
cessfully go to its neighbors and sell to 
them the notes due it. 

The national banks alone of the United 
States had out in loans last March $4,- 
585,844,098. This credit extended to bor- 
rowers enabled the latter to purchase 
goods, increase their business aecerding to 
demand, and meet their pay rolls. If this 
vast sum were withdrawn from circula- 
tion and kept in cash, banks would become 
merely warehouses for the storage of 
money, while business would come to a 
standstill. The state banks of the country 
hold substantially the same amount of de- 
posits as the national bank# and have sub- 
stantially the same amount of loans. And 
if the deposits were not loaned out tbere 
would be precious little use for carpenters, 
mechanics, railroad hands, workmen in 
factories, or laborers in other avenues of 
employment. And the banks would have 
no Incentive for existence. 


EXPLOITING THE NORTHWEST. 

Much attention has been paid during the 
last few years to the surprising develop- 
ments in British Columbia. The population 
has grown rapidly. Immigration has been 
attracted by the opportunities of a new 
land. So many people have croksed the 
line from the United States into Manitoba, 
Assiniboia, and Alberta, or have gone 
farther north to Saskatchewan, as to cause 
anxiety in some quarters. From one point 
of view there is regret because of the loss 
to the United States. From another there 
are declarations that Great Britain must 
consider the needs of the western prov- 
inces of the dominion of Canada or the 
grip which has been strong on Quebec. 


be found considerably weakened when 
Winnipeg is passed. 

The literature descriptive of the op- 
portunities of these western provinces is 
already extensive. The promoter has been 
active, and by circulars of attractive char- 
acter, magazine articles, and various other 
methods of arousing interest the advan- 
tages of life there have been proclaimed 
far and wide. The rapid growth of popu- 
lation has been attended by interest in 
enterprises looking toward the better de 
velopment of the resources of the region, 
There are railroad projects of considera- 
ble magnitude. There are plans for the 
utilization of the waterways, one notable 
example being the scheme of a master of 
‘railroading for the nnection of Lake 
Winnipeg with Hudson bay. 

Not so much has been written about 
the possibilities of the country farther 
‘north, except as the gold fields of the 


region have aroused interest in 
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Ontario, and the eastern divisions wil! 


projects for railroads between the east and 
the northwest. People have supposed that 
the provinces of Keewatin, Athabasca, | 
Caribou, and Cassiar were barred from 
any marked development because of the 
coldness of the climate. The influence 
of the fur trade has always teen given to 


‘the discouragement of settlement, and its 


agents have never made any attempt to 
disabuse the minds of those who. have 
considered the climatic conditions of the 
Atlantic portions of the Canadian do- 
minion typical of what might be found in 
the valleys of the far interior. : 

For this reason the announcement from 
Winnipeg of a project for connection of 
Hudson bay with the Pacific ocean by a 
railroad 1,450 miles long, running 300 
miles north of any other transcontinental 
line, has an element ot interest. The state- 
ment is made that Hudson bay is open to 
navigation during seven months of the 
year. Steamers from Liverpool to Fort 
Churchill, in conjunction with trains from 
that place to Port Simpson on the Pacific, 
and with steamers thence/to Yoko- 
hama will give a route between England 
and Japan shorter by 2,678 miles than any 
now used. 

The country traversed by the line of the 
proposed railroad is declared to be rich 
in agricultural possibilities and in minerals 
of untold quantities. The climate is tem- 
pered by the chinook winds and the Japan 
current, so that it is much like that of 
Maryland. The engineering difficulties are 
not go great as farther south, where the 
mountains on the west are higher. Wheat 
grows well, with abundant crops. These 
statements are the more or less rosy ones 
of the dreamer, but they perhaps point 
the way to a new development of the 
northwest. The next decade may witness 
the growth of unexpected states and towns 
in a part of British Oolumbia long count- 
ed worthless for settlement of homeseek- 
ers. 


WOMAN’S GLORIOUS OPPORTUNITY. 

Some immediate results of the strin- 
gency il the money market have been put 
in evidence by the October report of the 
appraiser of the port of New York. He 
shows that there has been a; decrease in 
imports to the value of more than $3,000,- 
000 as compared with the corresponding 
period last year. Naturally this decrease 


Nis especially noticeable in the matter of 


luxuries. For example, the falling off in 
the importation of precious stones was 
nearly $8,000,000, while the decrease in 
the value of imported automobiles was 
about $200,000. Other declines along the 
same general lines were mentioned. 

In another and more uncomfortable way 
the influence of monetary stringency on 
the habits and lives of the well to do haz 
been manifested. It is not a special 
grievance that one must economize in the 
matter of diamonds and automobiles, and 
the sympathetic heart does not go out 
in its fullest expression to the person why 
feels the necessity of retrenchment to this 
extent. But in answer to those less 
favored with the world’s goods, who may 
be inclined to scoff at the miseries of the 
rich, the victims of a tight money mar- 
ket point to more convincing evidences of 
their troubles. From Boston and New 
York come numerous stories of luxurious 
families that have reduced the number 
of household retainers from eight to four 
and even two, while; in less frequent in- 
stances the woman who has afforded one 
servant is now endeavering with more or 
less cheerfulness to do her own work. 
It may be concluded in the consideration 
of extremes that the decrease of help in 
the one instance is quite as great a priva- 
tion as the entire absence of help in the 
other. 

But while the householder may worry 
through a winter in measurable comfort 
without a retinue of servants or without 
diamonds and a new automobile, it is es- 
sential that food prices shall be within 
easy reach, and. the householder has dis- 
covered, that the food markets are raising 
prices to the prohibitive limit. In this 
emergency the ingenuity of woman has 
asserted itself. It suggests itself at once 
to the practical mind of the woman mar- 
keter that the country is well supplied 
with food products, and she draws the 
sensible corclusion that if these products 
cannot be sold at a high figure they must 
be disposed of at prices that will be paid. 
A practical illustration of this reasoning 
is furnished by the women of Pittsburg, 
who have refused to meet the demands of 
butchers and grocers, with the pleasing 
result that a slump in prices has already 
set in. It is argued that while tradition 
insists on turkey as the objective point of 
the Thanksgiving dinner a family may 
eat and be filled and give the proper 
thanks with a less expensive substitute. 
With “fair prices or no turkey” as a 
rallying cry the woman of the house 
meets the caterer at least on equal terms. 

As the culinary department in the Amer- 
ican home is largely under the domina- 
tion and direction of the woman, there is 
a chance for the American woman to ex- 
hibit her strategy and resourcefulness. If 
she can checkmate or outwit the rapacity 
of the man in the market it will be an- 
other indication of her growth and de- 
velopment and a forcibte illustration of 
her claims of superiority, or at least her 


problems of life. Perhaps it is to the 
American woman we must look for the set- 
tlement of the problem of high and ever 
increasing prices.

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ING LEOPOLD i seriously ill, and his 

absence from Belgium, where his 

presence is so urgently needed just 

now in connection with the crisis re- 

sulting from the Congo Free State 
controversy, not due to any political 
maneuver, or this preference of pleasure to 
duty. It is onl 
known, and it may serve to explain the re- 
markable forbearance and patience which 
the great powers have shown in dealing with 
the Congo question. It seems that the king, 
who for many years has always been some- 
what lame, is now unable to walk without 
assistance, owing to an open wound on his 
leg, ing from phlebitis, which, as most of 
my ers presumably know, is a malady of 
the veina. As all the physiciane whom he 
consulted until recently had been unable to 
arrest the progress of the malady, which 


Leopold has as a last resort placed himself 
under the treatment of a new man at Paris, 
a Dr. Camille Sonrel, who treats maladies 
by means of hot air. As this doctor declines 
to divulge the nature of his methods, and 
surrounde his system with a good deal of 
secrecy, the leaders of the medical profession 
denounce him as a charilatan. 

Leopold, however, undismayed by their 
ridicule and contempt of the system of Dr. 
Sonrel, whom he regards probably as a sort 
of forlorn hope, rides every morning from 
the chfiteau of Lormoy into Paris in his 
automobile, and spends an hour and a half 
or two hours at the doctor's establishment 
in the Rue Volney, where his damaged leg is 
subjected to the hot airtreatment. Although 
he has been following the latter for some 
three weeks or more, the wound still refuses 
to heal, and the danger of gangrene persists, 
which if it declares itself at any moment 
would necessitate immediate amputation of 
the leg with the alternative of death. 

In view of Leopold’s advanced age—he is 
considerably over seventy—it is just a ques- 
tion whether he will be able to withstand the 
shock of amputation, and under the circum- 
stancee it would seem as if his reign were 
drawing to a close—a fact which the Ameri- 
can concessionnaires of his private domain in 
the Congo Free State would do well to bear 
in mind,

M. Persitz's establishment of his residence 
m London, his transportation thitherto of all 
his lares and penates, and his announce- 
ment to all his friends and acquaintances 
that he hae severed his connection with the 
secret Russian police, must be taken with a 
grain of salt. For years he has been one of

He is 
the son of a wealthy and highly respected 
merchant of Moscow, from whom he has in- 
herited a large fortune. Graduated not only 
at the Moscow universities but from several 
German institutions of the same kind, he may 
be said to have dropped mto the detective 
business by mere chance. It seems that an 
elderly woman of rank whom he met in so- 
ciety at Moscow took a fancy to him, and 
invited him frequently to her house. In con- 
versation with him she let drop one or two 
remarks about a great robbery which was 
just at that time engaging the attention of

Training School for Conductors. 

President Mitten of the Chicago City rail 
way company has started a sort of corre- 
spondence school for the conductors and mo- 
tormen who will operate the new pay as 
you.enter’”’ cars now arriving for service on 
the Cottage Grove avenue lines. He feels 
confident that if the car men will unite in 
the effort the new cars, m which only as 
many passengers as can be seated will be 
carried, can be made popular in Chicago. 
He has issued a book of instructions for the 
men, the underlying note of which is that in 
introducing the new, type of cars the con- 
ductors must not use any arbitrary methods, 
but appeal to the good sense and good will 
of the passengers when they find themselves 
confronted with new conditions. 

“The majority of our customers,” writes 
Mr. Mitten, have become so accustomed to 
crowding on the first car it is not to be ex- 
pected they will at once await the passage 
of enough cars to give each one a seat. It 
is believed, however, with the conductor on 
the rear platform, it will be possible at once 
to prevent repetitions of the 100 and 140 loads 
of the past. 

When there are more than eighty persons 
on a car the conductor will courteously re- 
quest passengers to ‘ Take next car, please.’ 
Such passengers as ignore this request must 
not be forcibly ejected, but the reason for it 
courteously explained by the conductor. 

In the collection of fares on the rear plat- 
form a certain amount of leeway must be 
allowed at the start. The conductor should 
in all cases explain to complaining passen- 
gers that what we are attempting to do is to 
improve the service.”’

The Othello of Sig. Novelli is like his Shy- 
lock—it has to be judged by standards other 
than those applied to portrayals of the Moor 


to which we are accustomed. The Italian 


nature is so widely different in its outward 
manifestation, its emotionality is so much 
more intense and so much more on the sur- 
face in its expression than is the Anglo- 
Saxon, that a character as conceived by an 
Italian player is of necessity different and its 
realization on the stage unavoidably pos- 
seases qualities and attributes which never 
could be found in that of an English speaking 


actor. 

Were an Englishman or an American to 
gesticulate, to vary vocal inflectian as wide- 
ly, and to indulge in such outburst of pas- 
sionate utt e as does Sig. Novelli, he 
would ap r ridiculous. He himself would 
feel the gidiculousness of his attempting 
such excess, and his feeling would commu- 
nicate itself to his spectators. 


case is different, for they act as they feel. 
The Italian is by nature gesticulatory, his 
customary speech is filled with the most 
startling variations in vocal inflection and 
modulation, and his utterance of the most 
ordinary phrase oftentimes will take on more 
of emphasis and passion than the most mo- 
mentous declaration by an Anglo-Saxon 
would even approximate. This being their 
nature off the stage, their entire art is col- 
ored by it. But what would seem excess 
with us takes on potency and power with 
them, because it is based on a feeling that is 
genuine and sincere.

The Othello of Big. Novelli proved, there- 
fore, more excitable and more abundantly 
supplied with sharp and sudden contrasts 
than have been those to which we are accus- 
tomed. But it rang true, and therein lay 
its power. He embodied the Moor as dis- 
tinctly dark in the brown of face and hands, 
his hair and beard jet black, and both worn 
short. The dress always was pronouncedly 
oriental in character, black being the founda- 
tion of the heavily embroidered under suit 
but the cloak being brilliant in color and 
richly ornamented. A dagger, the handie 
of which was thickly incrusted in showy 
gems, several rings on the fingers, and larse 
earrings—all tended to mark the foreign 
character and origin of this Venetian gen- 
eral. 

The impression received from the physical 
was of a man mighty in strength, and, while 
gentle and kindly in normal mood, yet one 
quickly roused and terrible when in anger— 
an impression surely which the Moor of 
Shakspeare should give. The outbursts of 
anger and passion were of brief duration, 
however. There was never at any time dur- 
ing the course of the evening the gradual 
working up to a climax which all our own 
Othellos plan and carry out. 

This Othello's fury came suddenly and 
tremendously and it subsided almost as 
quickly. Even im the great scene of. Iago’s 
rousing of his jealousy the Farewell the 
tranquil mind speech which followed was 
spoken with a tearfulness and an outward 
show of distress which had about it nothing 
of the calm, reflective quality leading to a 
climax of sorrow intense, but repressed in 
its expression, which most Othellos lend it. 
It was the Italian with all his emotionality 
and grief exposed. 

Then came the demand for proofs from Iago 
and with this all the sudden fury 95 which 
this hot blooded Moor was capable burst 
forth. The scene fairly blazed, and yet the 
whirlwind of passion quickly passed. It was 
not overpowering in its gradual approach to 
cilmax, but it was in its elemental! force and 
suddenness, 

This was not an Othello who thought and 
considered much. He was a veritable child 
of nature so far as mentality was concerned, 
and his deception by Iago was therefore all 
the more credible. In the opening scene 
before Brabantio’s house he had little of the 
conscious superiority and _ self-sufficiency 
which many of our Othellos display. When 
he silenced Iago and Roderigo and prevented 

heir fighting it was done with a ferocity 

hat told of the barbafian beneath, but the 
rest had in it something of almost awkward- 
ness and hesitancy. 

And this same quality was lent to the scene 
in the council chamber when Othello defends 
himself. It was no conqueror conscious of 
his influence and position, but a foreigner 
who stood slightly in aweof the Doge and the 
grandees, and who was “little blest with 
the soft phrase of peace.“ He spoke with 
occasional halting as though searching for a 
word, and only whem he reached the recital 
of Desdemona’s admiration for him, and he 
voiced the line S., gave me for my pains a 
world of sighs,“ did he seem to forget him- 
self and those about him and become truly 
and unconsciously eloquent. It was a new 
but finely artistic and illuminative handling 
of the scene. 

— . 

The Iago of Sig. Ferrati was an excellent 
piece of work. There was little of the subtlety 
and slyness which many portrayers of the 
part lend it, for this actor followed frankly 
along the line of Iago’s avowed hatred of the 
Moor and indulged in little of the grimacing 
and wriggling that so many players employ 
to make clear their diabolical character. 
When Sig. Ferrati said he hated Othello he 
said it so that the hearer accepted the fact 
and therefore was prepared for the cruel 
torture to which he subjected the Moor 
And when he planned the whole deceit in the 
speech beginning, ‘‘ Cassio’s a proper man,“ 
he by frank, honest, yet neatly artistic han- 
dling of the soliloquy made logical and clear 
all that he subsequently did. 

Sig. Betrone was a handsome and uncom- 
monly capable Cassio; Signorina Rossi. a 
handsome, albeit uncommonly youthful, 
Emilia; and Signora Giannini a Desdemona 
who, more robust and mature than Braban- 
tio’s daughter usually is conceived, spoke the 
lines of her part with admirable understand- 
ing and effect, and played with taste and 
where needed with power.

IAI END CURRENCY PREMIUM 


Clearing House Checks Expected 
to Reduce Calls for Cash. 


EMPLOYES TO RECEIVE THEM 


Starting of Cotton Crop Would Bring 
Relief to the Banks.

With the issuance of clearing house checks 
this morning, there ig some reason to believe 
that while ord currency may not disap- 
pear, the demand it may be lessened, and 
the latter is what the banks have desired. 
The main plea made by manufacturers, rail- 
roads, and others for clearing house checks 
was that they might be used for pay roll 
purposes, and it was the demand for currency 
for pay rolls that has kept oash at a premium 
in both New York and Chicago. If, there- 
fore, pay rolls are to be met largely in olear- 
ing house checks, then there will be less de- 
mand for currency. 


Premium Mould Disappear. 

Again, if the checks become as common as 
they are expected to, and everybody is ex- 
pected to take them, then there will be less 
use for currency. It will be natural for those 
who receive checks to pay them out, holding 
their aotual cash. This, so far ae can be 
seen, will do no more harm than has already 
been done, while it should greatly relieve an 
irritating situation. Within a few days it 
will be possible to tell just what influence 
the checks will have, but if they meet the 
purpose for which they were ifsued the banks 
will fee] instantaneous relief from the bur- 
den of currency requ If the demand for 
currency be lessened, the premium on it 
should disappear and almost completely re- 
verse the cash tension which now exists. 

The banks still are shipping currency, and 
are obliged to make new loans: If the cotton 
crop could only be started in a broad genera) 
movement. a number of Chicago banks would 
find quick relief. It is probable that, in one 
way or another, they have $15,000,000 or $20,- 
000,000 tied up in cotton loans. A free move- 
ment in wheat would be of much larger im- 
portance, but for some reason the banks 
which have loans for the cotton movement 
seem to believe they should realize first in 
that quarter. ' 

Two per cent wae again bid in Chicago for 
currency without bringing out, so far as re- 
ported, more than $10,000. This came from: 
persons with small amounte, and evidently. 
from little hoards. 


Government Would Like Its Money, Too. 


According to information received by some 
of the local banks, Secretary Cortelyou is 
talking of an early resumption of cash pay- 
ments by the banks. The secretary of the 
treasury appears to be getting inthe position 
of the ordinary depositor who wants cash, 
and thinks the banks should speedily return 
to @ currency basis. He has loaned out to 
them, in the way of deposits, something like 
$232,000,000, cutting his working balance 
down to less than $10,000,000. He wants to get 
back some of the government's money. With 
that object, the secretary has ordered the 
withdrawal of 10 per cent of United States 
deposits in New York banks, payable in five 
daily installments. 

if the secretary of the treasury were, fig- 
uratively speaking, sitting on the cash vaults 
of a large commercial bank he would not be 
thinking so much about beginning to pay out 
what cash he had as he would be on figuring 
how he could keep it. Meantime, the clear- 
ing house check, instead of cash, would look 
to him as something that should be fatored 
as a great public convenience. The treasury 
department, however, appears to be no differ- 
ent from any other bank depositor or to take 
any different view. 


A New York View. 


Announcement came from-New York that 
some clearing house certificates were being 
canceled, and this was given out as a highly 
favorable weather. When, however, it isa 
known that certificates must be canceled 
upon their return to the bank issuing them, 
it becomes merely a matter of one bank ask- 
ing another to pay what it agreed to.
